FIFER HAKES A SHORT TALK 


Able and Eloquent Addresses by 


Hon. John V. Plnarty and Mr 
McCabe Moore on Protection 
and American Patriotism. 


The Republican rally at tbe wigwam 


last night woe great in attendance, glori- 
ous iu enthusiasm and a fine feast of 
logio and eloquence. 
'1'hero was a 


pleasant surprise in store for the audi- 
ence, for during the evening, quite unex- 
pectedly Governor Fifer and Secretary 
of State Pearson, on their way to Spring- 
Held from the Paris meeting, arrived m 
the oity, and were driven to the wigwam 
in a carriage from tbe depot, accompanied 
by I. R. Mills, John A. Brown and 0. M. 
Imboden.

.) o'clock 
train for borne, the Gov- 


ernor promising to return nt some 
Future time. 


At 7:30 o'clock the Escort club with 


Oaptain Colladny in command, marched 
from Central Park to the St. Nicholas 
acini, heeded by Goodman's Bnnd and 
the Martial Band, to escort thejepeakers 
of the evening, Hon. John F, Finerty of 
Chicago, and Mr. McCnbe Moore, of 
Knntus Oity, to the wigwam. 
The pro- 


cessiou was long and enthusiastic and 
the sidewnlks were crowded to witness 
the parade. 
Tho tent was quickly filled 


while tbe speakers and friends took seats 
on the platform, when Goodman's Band 
played n selection. 


The chairman of the meeting was W. 
'. Calhonn, who introduced the speakers. 


Attorney MoCabe Moore, of Kansas 
City, Kan., sou ot Dr. D. N, Moore, was 
presented us the first speaker of the 
3veniug. He spoke ot the duty ot Amer- 
ican citizens to take nn interest in the 
affairs of the government. 
We are 


divided into two great political parties, 
and it should be our aim to belong to 
that party whioh presents the beat prin- 
ciples, whose record is one whioh will 
command the support and respect of the 
people. There nre other patties, includ- 
ing the Prohibitionists, whom Sam Small 
in n recent speech euid, might go to 
lieayen, but none would ever get into the 
White House; nand few, if any, woald 
ever reach Washington City. Discuss- 
ing tho principles of the two great par- 
ties, Mr Moore alluded with satisfaction 
lo the record of the Kepnbhoan party on 
the currency question. Then he present- 
ed in a new form the straddle history ot 
ihe Democratic party on the tariff ques- 
tion. The history of the effects of free 
;rade iu Amerion was relnted brieliy, in 
wder to show what protection would and 
jad done for American industries nnd 
American laboring men, (At thisjimo- 
mre Governor Fifer and State Secretary 
I, N. Penrson, ucaompnnied by Isaac E. 
Hills acd John A. Brown, entered the 
wigwam, and took sents on the platform, 


[ tbe entry of tbe gentlemen being greeted 
by general applause.) 
Mr. Moore re- 


sumed his address, whioh in the main 
o vered the American proteotive tariff 
as to its effects upon on" country 
in the line ot manufacturers and the 
workmgin.in. The speech wits well nr- 
rmged nnd well put and showed that 
Mr. Moore is thoroughly familiar with 
the operation pt tS8 protective tariff 
policy in the United States 
Mr. Moore 


gave way to Governor Fifer and finished 
his excellent nddress after the chief exec- 
utive hnd departed to take the train. 
Mr. Moore was frequently interrupted by 
flattering applause. 


Governor Filer wns presented by Mr. 


Cnlhoun with appropriate remarks, and 
the governor was warmly received. He 
said: "Quite unexpectedly it is my pleas- 
ure to bo present at this meeting. ~I did 
pot know there wns a Kepublicnn rally 
in Deontnr until I arrived in the oity 
from tho rally at Paris. I loarned that 
Mr. Finerty and Mr. Moore were to 
speak. Mr. Finerty is an old friend of 
mine 
I have heard Mr. Moore with in- 
terest nnd pleasure, nnd there is no flat- 
tory intended when I say that he hns n 
oleur knowledge of the tariff. I have 
known Mr. Finerty many years 
He 


oame to Bloommgton ten years ago and 
gave us a fourth ot July oration which 
WOB tue best address lever heard.
